ATTENTION, VOTERS! 
SAVE YOUR RECORDS! 



To the Voters of Garrard County: 

At the general election of 1906, the voters of the County, very 
unthoughtedly, as we believe, defeated a proposition, then submitted 
to them, to appropriate money for the purpose of improving and re- 
pairing the Court House. They are now asked to vote, for that pur- 
pose, an appropriation of $7,500.00, to raise which, bonds must be is- 
sued, the payment of which will be easy, and without any increase of 
taxation. This will not be an appropriation by the Fiscal Court, but 
one directly by the people. 

Notices of this election are kept standing in our County paper, 
and posted in many places in the County. But as such matters gener- 
ally attract very little attention of those who are vitally interested, we 
have come to the conclusion that it is a serious duty, incumbent on us, 
as custodians of the County records, as attorneys, and as business 
mengenerally— all deeply interested in the preservation of our County 
records — to issue this address, believing that If the people will give 
the matter only brief consideration, they will vote and urge others to 
vote for the appropriation. 

The Court House is much out of repair, and is in such condition 
as to endanger the records therein at all times. The destruction of 
the building by fire, would inevitably entail the loss of all our valua- 
ble records. The vaults are unsafe and damp, and they are badly 
lighted; they are over-crowded and so located as to render impossible 
the removal 01 the records during a fire. They are frail structures 
and a fire would destroy them beyond doubt. 

Every owner of real estate, and every person who has had, or 
now has, litigation in our Courts, will, upon very slight reflection see 
that he is vitally interested in voting, and urging othersto vote, for 
this bond issue. The County Clerk's vault is crowded, and over- 
crowded, with records, the preservation of which is vital to the inter- 
ests, the peace of mind and the happiness of the people at large. Rec- 
ords of deeds, mortgages, bonds of administrators, executors, guar- 
dians, in fact all fiduciaries, and all bonds of every character, records 
of marriages, tax lists, settlements of trusts and decedent's estates 
and the records of same on the books of the office, as well as all the 
records of litigation in the Circuit Court, running back a hundred 
years.may all be lost in one night by the careless handling of a match; 
and constant damage is being inflicted by depradations of mice, and 
the mildewing of our records. 

The loss of the Court House could be repaired, but that of our 
records would not only be a present calamity, but it would be irrepar- 
able for all time. Business men with fire proof safes would not suffer 
like those less fortunately situated. 

A gentleman who has suffered by the destruction of a Court House 
and its contents, who owned thousands of dollars worth of realty in 
many different parcels in the County, thus rendered thoroughly com- 
petent to speak, estimates that the destruction of our records would 
depreciate the value of realty in the County more than 25 per cent. 
This is clearly evident on first thought. Every prudent purchaser of 
real estate, requires an abstract, showing a clear, unencumbered, fee 
simple title, covering a period of from fifteen to thirty years or more. 
Any abstract in the calamity supposed would necessiarly stop short 
at the deed in hand — the immediate conveyance to the holder — and 
many or most of these are lost, mislaid or left in the Clerk's office, and 
land purchasers would very naturally pass us by and invest in other 
Counties. 

The Court Room is inconveniently arranged for the transaction of 
business, and is uncomfortable at all seasons, over hot in summer and 

The Court House belongs to the whole people —it is yours — and 
you have a right to be perfectly comfortable while in Court as Jurors, 
as litigants or as spectators interested in the conduct of the business 
of the County generally. 

We repeat that this reasonable appropriation requires no increase

MEANINGS OF WORD CALIBER.

There is surely no word in the nom- 
enclature of guns, big and little, which 
has caused, and is causing, so much 
confusion in the lay mind as the word 

caliber., 

The confusion arises chiefly from 
the use of the trim in an adjectival 
sense to indicate length, as when we 
say a 50-caIiber. (*>-inch gun. 

The word caliber as applied to artil- 
lery signifies essentially and at all 
times the dianu ter of the bore of a 
gun. A gun, then, of six-inch caliber 
j is a gun whose bore is just six inches. 

For convenience, and because the 
power of a gun, when once its bore 
has bean decided upon, depends so 
I greatly upon its length, artillerists are 
in the habit of defining the length of 
the gun in terms of the caliber. 

The six-inch rapid-fire gun, as 
mounted on the latest ships of the 
navy, is a tritle under 25 feet in 
length, and is, therefore, known as a 
50 caliber gun. 

In the case of small arms, the cali- 
ber is expressed in hundredths of an 
inch, as when we say a 22-caliber or 
32-raliber pistol, meaning that the 
bore is .22 or .32 of an inch in diame- 
ter. — Scientific American.

W2ste Territories Rapidly Being Ex- 
plored, Mapped and Described. 

Before long the. re will be left but 
few regions of mystery in which ima- 
gination can travel. The great des- 
erts are beinj; explored, mapped and 
described. The "Great American Des- 
j ert" has disappeared from the fBBg- 
| raphy books, and the French are rap- 
j idly opening up the Sahara. For sev- 
eral pears past they have sent e xplor- 
ing expedition:-, into it which have 
worked respectively with Algeira and 
the Niger as bases. In the course of 
last summer a camel corps, command- 
ed by Co!. Laperrine, after great 
hardships penetrated to the salt mines 
of Taodeni, "where they found ne- 
groes at work quarrying the salt, 
which is spread all over the regions 
of Nigeria as a marketable product." 
This salt region ought to furnish a 
good deal of freight to the Sahara 
railroad system which the French ex- 
pect to piece together connecting Al- 
geria with the Niger. The rail head 
of the line southward from Oran is 
now at Figig, at no great distance 
from the oasis of Twat. From Twat 
to Timbuktu is about 700 miles, and 
this is the great work for which the 
French are surveying. The entire 
system from Algiers to Timbuktu will 
have a length of 1,000 miles. When 
it is opened it will be an easy journey 
from Paris to Timbuktu. The latter 
city was long one of the world's mys- 
tery places, the first Furopean to visit 
it getting there, in disguise, in 1S2C. 
Twelve years later a dashing French 
commander in a light-draught gun- 
boat appeared off Timbuktu and the 
veil of mystery was rent forever. Now 
the "sacred city" is but a French colo- 
nial administrative center. — Boston 
Transcript.
